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A BY-LAW 

For  raising  the  sum  of  Thirty-eight  Thousand  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a bonus  to  the, 

Canadian  Pacific  Bailway  Company  for  the.  sum  of 
Thirty-seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  to  aid 
in  the  construction  of  a Railway  to  connect  the  City  of 
New  Westminster  with  the  main  line  of  the _ Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  and  for  the  purpose,  of  providing 
land  for  said  Railway  and  the  Depot  Grounds. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  have  a Railway  built 
from  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way to  the  City  of  New  Westminster; 

And  whereas  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company 
have  agreed  to  build  the  said  Railway  in  consideration 
of  the  agreement  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
New  Westminster,  to  donate  to  the  said  Company  the 
sum  of  Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  and  such  land 
for  providing  a right  of  way  and  depot  grounds  as  may 
by  the  said  Company  be  deemed  necessary  or  conveni- 
ent for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railway . 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  create  a debt  of  this 
Municipality  to  the  amount  of  thirty-eight  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  by  the  issue  of  debentures  for  that 
amount,  extending  over  a period  of  twenty  years,  lor 
the  purpose  of  providing  a fund  to  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  the  moneys  and  acquiring  the  lands  so  agreed 
to  be  given  by  the  said  Corporation  as  aforesaid  ; 

And  whereas  of  the  sum  of  seventy -five  thousand 
dollars  and  land  so  to  be  donated  as  aforesaid,  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  V'  estnnnster  have 
agreed  to  give  the  land  and  the  sum  of  thirty-seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars ; 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  required  to  be  raised 
annually  by  special  rate  for  paying  the  said  principal 
sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  and 
interest  thereon  as  hereinafter  provided  is  four  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  ; 

And  whereas  the  average  amount  of  the  real  estate 
of  this  Municipality  according  to  the  last  two  revised 
Assessment  Rolls,  being  the  Rolls  for  the  years  1883 
and  1884,  is  four  hundred  and  seventy-eight  thousand 
three  hundred  and  five  dollars,  irrespective  of  any 
future  increase  of  the  rateable  property  of  tin-  Munici- 
pality, and  of  any  income  in  the  nature  of  tolls,  inter- 
est or  dividends  from  the  work,  or  from  any  stock, 
share  or  interest  in  the  work  upon  which  the  money 
to  be  raised  as  herein  provided,  or  any  part  there- 
of, is  intended  to  be  invested,  and  also  irrespective  of 
any  income  from  the  temporary  investment  ot  the 
sinking  fund  or  any  part  thereof  ; 

And  whereas  the  only  existing  debts  owing  by  this 
Municipality  are  the  sums  of  four  thousand  dollars  on 
the  New  Westminster  Loan  Ly-Law,  1883,  debentures, 
and  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  on  the  New 
Westminster  Loan  By-Law,  1885,  debentures; 

And  whereas  there  are  no  arrears  of  either  principal 
or  interest  due  on  such  debts ; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable  pro- 
perty of  this  Municipality  according  to  the  last  re- 
vised Assessment  Roll,  being  the  Roll  for  the  year 
1885,  is  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  ninety-three 
thousand  six  hundred  and  tifty-tive  dollars,  irrespec- 
tive of  any  future  increase  of  the  rateable  property  of 
the  Municipality  and  of  any  income  in  the  nature  of 
tolls,  interest  or  dividends  from  the  work  or  from  any 
stock,  share  or  interest  in  the  work  upon  which  ilu 
money  to  be  raised  as  herein  provided,  or  from  any 
part  thereof,  is  intended  to  be  invested,  and  also  irre- 
spective of  any  income  from  the  temporary  investment 
of  the  sinking  fund  or  any  part  thereof  ; 

And  whereas  an  annual  special  rate  of  eight  mills 
on  the  dollar  upon  the  whole  rateable  property  ot  this 
Municipality  according  to  the  last  revised  Assi  ssm>  lit 
Roll  will  be  necessary  and  required  for- paying  the  in- 
terest and  forming  an  equal  yearly  sinking  tund  suffi- 
cient for  paying  off  the  principal  sum  ol  thirty-eignt 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  within  the  p>  riod  of 
twenty  years  hereinafter  limited  in  that  behalf; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  this  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  as  follows: — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  this 
Municipality  to  raise  or  cause  to  he  raised  by  way  of 
loan  from  any  person  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  cor- 
porate, who  may  be  willing  to  advance  the  same  upon 
the  credit  of  the  debentures  hereinafter  mentioned  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  ol 
thirty-eight  thousand  and  live  hundred  dollars,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Clerk 
of  said  Cor  poration  for  the  purposes  and  with  the  ob- 
ject above  recited. 


2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  isuse 
or  cause  to  be  issued  debentures  of  this  Municipality 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  sum  of 
thirty-eight  thousand  five  hundered  dollars  m sums 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  each,  healing  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum  and  made 
payable  in  twenty  years  from  the  day  on  which  this 
By-Law  shall  take  effect,  at  the  office  of  the  Cleik  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  New  W estminster. 

3.  That  the  said  debentures  shall  respectively  he 
sealed  with  the  Seal  of  this  Corporation  and  signed  by 
the  Mayor,  and  shall  bear  date  respectively  outlie  day 
on  which  this  By-Law  shall  take  effect,  and  shall  be 
made  payable  to  the  hearer  thereof  respectively. 

4.  That  there  shall  be  attached  to  the  said  deben- 
tures coupons  for  the  payment  of  the  said  interest 
half-yearly  during  the  currency  of  the  said  debentures, 
which  coupons  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  New 
Westminster. 

5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  said  debentures  and  the  interest  to 
become  due  thereon  at  the  rate  aforesaid,  an  equal 
special  rate  of  eight  mills  on  the  dollar  shall,  in  addi- 
tion to  all  other  rates,  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
in  each  year  upon  all  the  rateable  property  in  the  said 
Municipality  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  deben- 
tures or  any  of  them. 

0.  That  the  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  applied  solely 
to  the  payment  of  said  debentures  until  said  deben- 
tures shall  he  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 

7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  upon  the 
sale  of  the  said  debentures  or  any  of  them  to  stipulate 
and  agree  with  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof  for 
the  redemption  thereof,  or  of  any  portion  thereof* 
within  such  time  and  upon  such  terms  as  such  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers  may  agree  upon. 

8.  All  moneys  which  may  arise  from  the  sale  of 
any  of  the  lands  authorized  by  the  Land  Sale  By- 
Law,  1884,  to  be  sold,  shall,  together  with  such  other 
moneys  as  may  have  been  lawfully  appropriated  for 
such  purpose,  he  applied  in  the  first  place  in  or 
towards  the  redemption  of  the  said  Debentures,  and 
the  said  moneys  may  until  required  therefor,  be  in- 
vested in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may  approve  by 
resolution. 

9.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  shall  not 
he  entitled  to  receive  any  part  of  such  bonus  until 
they  shall  have  constructed  said  railway  and  entered 
into  a good  and  sufficient  bond  or  agreement  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Council,  to  thereafter  operate 
and  maintain  the  same. 

10.  This  By-Law  shall  be  taken  into  consideration 
and  finally  passed  by  the  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  at  the  Council 
Chambers  in  the  said  City  on  the  ninth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1885,  at  the  hour  of  half-past  seven  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

11.  This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into 
operation  upon  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  Nov  tuber, 
1885. 


12.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Railway 
Bonus  By-Law,  1885.”
